EMA director says straight-line 
winds caused Jan. 12th storm 
damages across Coffee County

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday morning, Jan. 23, 
county EMA director James 
Brown gave a report from 
the Thursday, Jan. 12, storm 
damage sustained in the 
county. 

Brown said the county 
completed a survey with the 
National Weather Service 
(NWS), and it was deter- 
mined to be straight-line 
winds that caused damage 
across Coffee County that 
day. 

“We did have a tornado 
warning, but the damage 
was done by straight-line 
winds,” Brown said. “Those 


winds were about 80 miles- 
per-hour so they weren’t just 
little winds. They snapped 
some trees and caused some 
problems.” 

He said the county had 
36 different sites with trees 
on the roadways due to the 
Jan. 12th storm. He said 
the uninsured damages were 
estimated to be approxi- 
mately $150,000. 

“We did not quite meet 
‘the criteria for federal assis- 
tance,” he said. 

Brown also warned of 
another storm system that 
was predicted for earlier this 
week. He said predictions 
were for that storm to move 
throught area last Tuesday 
night into Wednesday. 


As of press time this 
week, both Kingston and 
Larson remained in the 
Coffee Sou Jail.

2021-2022 school year was 
the first time the ACAP test 
had been used to score stu- 
dent assessment in the state, 

In Alabama, students in 
third through eighth grade 
take the ACAP in reading 
and math. 

“Both principals and 
teams can say, I have not 
come to an [ACAP team] 
meeting and told you what 
to do or what you need to 
bring,” Moseley said as he 
addressed the team mem- 
bers present for last week’s 
board meeting. “All I have 
said is we need to get some 
teams together and come 
talk to the board. They need 
to hear it from the ones who 
do it every day versus hear- 
ing it from one guy.” 

The superintendent fur- 
ther said to the teachers, 
“T am proud of the things 
you are doing, and I know 
the challenges you all face 
every day.” 

Moseley said there were 
so many factors that went 
into the first ACAP test 
results - COVID, when the 
first report cards go out, a 
new test. He said all these 
things happened within the 
timeframe being discussed. 

First to present to the 
board was Elba High School 
principal Wynn Grimes. He 
said the Elba High School 
ACAP Team is comprised 
of the junior high teachers, 
the high school interven- 


tionist, and special educa-

tion representative. 

“We think we can accom- 
plish a great deal [with this 
team],” Grimes said. 

Currently, the high school 
has a 68 [D] on its state 
report card from last year’s 
ACAP test. Grimes said 
that is definitely not where 
the school wants to be, but 
efforts are being made daily 
to overcome that score. The 
test was taken last March, 
and the scores were released 
in November. 

“We would like to see stu- 
dents demonstrate growth in 
areas of mathematics and 
reading skills, see our atten- 
dance rate increase, along 
with seeing improvements 
with student experience, 
positive motivation, and 
morale,” Grimes said. “I 
told the group that last year, 
as principal, I did a poor 
job of getting our students 
motivated for the test. That 
is something we are really 
focusing on now.” 

He said there is a push at 
the school for students to be 
there for their tests and do 
their best when taking the 
tests. In return, he said the 
school is looking at differ- 
ent incentives to provide the 
students for their achieve- 
ments. 

Grimes said GOVID-19 
certainly and virtual learn- 
ing that it forced certainly 
affected the students with- 
in the Elba City School 
System. He said virtual 
learning was not nearly as 
effective in educating the 
students as an in-person 
learning environment. 

“COVID hurt school sys- 
tems in different ways, and 
we are still seeing some 
effects of it here,” Grimes 
said. “But, we are working 
through it and things are 
getting better.” 

Another thing Grimes 
said the high school ACAP 
team identified as a factor 
that negatively affected the 
junior high students in tak- 
ing the ACAP test was the 
block schedule the 7th and 
8th grade classes were still 
prior to the test. He said a 
state assessment team came 
in for some monitoring and 
said Elba probably had the 
only middle school still on 
the block schedule due to 
the ACAP test and recom- 
mended a change there. 

“I said, ‘dummy me...that 
makes sense’ ,” Grimes said. 
“So we made that change, 
and now students are on a 
period schedule instead of 
block schedule. That allows 
them to have math and read- 
ing year-round instead of 
just half the school year.” 

He said the students 
still received a full year’s 
instruction of the subjects 
on the block schedule, but 
the instruction was being

ed by in 2014 by Candace

delivered in half a year 
rather than year-long due to 
longer class times. On the 
period schedule, the sub- 
ject material is stretched out 
over the entire school year, 
keeping the studies fresh in 
the minds of the students. 

“We think making the 
change to the class schedule 
will help us a lot,” Grimes 
said. 

Another factor to be con- 
sidered with last year’s test 
scores is that it was a new 
test structure, according to 
Grimes. 

“This was the first year 
for ACAP, which was all 
on the computer,” he said. 
“Up until then, we had been 
used to testing with paper 
and pencil.” 

Also, he said there were 
new standards in ELA 
[English, Language, Arts] 
for the test, and the school 
had inconsistency in its 
math instruction last year. 

“We hired a math teacher, 
and she resigned a month 
and a half into the job,” 
Grimes said. “Then, we 
basically had a substitute 
in that position the rest of 
the year.” ; 

Looking forward, Grimes 
said he and the high school 
ACAP team believe student 
motivation is really going to 
make a positive impact on 
future testing for the school. 

“This is something we 
feel is going to help us a lot, 
and we are seeing it already 
with our diagnostic testing,” 
he said. “We are consis- 
tently working towards our 
goals to achieve student 
growth, and utilizing the 
I-Ready program is help- 
ing.” 

i-Ready® is a web-based 
adaptive diagnostic assess- 
ment and instruction pro- 
gram that assesses studnets’ 
skills, prescribing differen- 
tiated common core instruc- 
tion so learners of all abili- 
ties can achieve success. 

“Utilizing i-Ready pro- 
vides individualized path- 
ways for our students based 
on their scores,” Grimes 
said. “We are seeing the 
positive results from it 


already.” 
Students were assessed 
with the i-Ready test 


in August when the new 
school year began, and they 
were assessed again this 
month [January]. Grimes 
said the students tested at 
the high school demon- 
strated a 59 percent growth 
in math from August to 
January, and they demon- 
strated a 61 percent growth 
in ELA skills from August 
to January with the i-Ready 
diagnostic assessment. 
“You can see, we’ve had 
a pretty big jump,” Grimes 
said. “You can see it is 
working. Those are pretty

big jumps, which makes us 
hopeful that when ACAP 
gets here in March that it 
too will show our growth.” 

Another thing implement- 
ed by the school system that 
Grimes said is really help- 
ing students is the interven- 
tion program. He said effec- 
tively using intervention 
gives students individual 
help that provides them the 
extra instruction they need 
to succeed. Also, he said 
executing cross-curricular 
activities helps students as 
well, and he said all the 
teachers at the high school 
are onboard to see that hap- 
pen. 

“This is my 28th year 
in education,” Grimes said. 
“These teachers today go 
through a lot more than 
what I went through when 
I was a classroom teacher. 
It is a different challenge. 
We’re striving, and they are 
doing everything they can 
to improve on the junior 
high hall. Our senior high 
hall is working on improv- 
ing our ACT scores for 
those students as well.”

What Death Benefits does the VFW Provide? 


The Veterans of Foreign Wars of the U.S. (VFW) provides advisory and 
financial assistance to members and surviving spouses, children, and 


dependents. 


Life and Accident Insurance. The VFW provides free, member-only 
limited accidental death benefits. The amount of coverage varies based 
on the type of injury and the age of the deceased member with a maximum 
benefit of $1,000. If the member's death results from an accident while’ 
traveling as a fare-paying member in a commercial vehicle an additional 
payment of $1,500 may be available. The VFW also offers members 
competitive rates on additional life insurance, typically with no medical 
exams or health questions asked. Additionally, all veterans are eligible to 
enroll in the US Department of Veterans Affairs Servicemembers’ Group 


Life Insurance policy. 


Burial Planning. While all members of the US Armed Forces are eligible 
for burial at a national cemetery, the VFW provides special planning 
services to members. The VFW helps members obtain benefits such as 
a presidential certificate, American flag, perpetual care, and an official 
US Armed Forces headstone. Many of these services must be requested 
in advance, and the VFW can help file the necessary paperwork. The

Tax Season 2023 began 
this week, and the filing 
deadline for individual in- 
come tax returns is April 18. 

The Alabama Department 
of Revenue (ALDOR) offers 
these tips and suggestions 
to help you file your return 
safely and get your refund as 
quickly as possible:

Deer season picking up 


Alabama Dept of Conservation and Natural Resources 


For most of the state, Alabama deer hunters are in the 
midst of the peak hunting period when deer start moving 
with increased rutting activity. 

Chris Cook, deer program coordinator with the Alabama 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources’ 
Wildlife and Freshwater Fisheries (WFF) Division, says 
hunters need to spend as much time as possible in the 
woods for the rest of the season. : 

“If we get normal weather for the rest of the season, I 
suspect a lot of deer will be killed,” Cook said. “In the 
southern part of the state, the rut is getting ready to start 
up. When you’ve got that going on and the weather is 
good, then hunters are going to be in the woods. Hunters 
are a lot more likely to stick it out and spend more time in 
the woods if the weather is in the 40s as opposed to the 70s 
or teens and it’s not raining.” 

Cook said with the rut starting, the bucks are getting 
interested. This is the time to be out hunting if in the lower 
two-thirds of the state.” 

Cook added that hunting season didn’t start particularly 
well because of the fall weather and an unusually cold 
spell at Christmas. 

“That four or five days of freezing cold weather really 
put a hurting on everybody’s food plots. Most people don’t 
plant enough acreage to impact the carrying capacity or 
overall food supply for the deer herd, but it definitely could 
impact people’s hunting success because a lot of people 


| rely heavily on those food plots.” 


Most people plant to attract deer during hunting season, 
he said. For them, it’s about finding the right location to 
allow access to the hunters. 

“Tf they’re planting food plots with the purpose of 
improving overall habitat quality, carrying capacity of the 
land and affecting deer health, then you’re probably going 
to need at least 5% of the acreage in good quality food 
plots throughout the year.” Cook said. “A bare minimum 
would be 2-3%. Most properties have 1% or less in food 
plots, especially leased land. If you’re able to plant enough 
acreage, then the challenge is planting the right stuff for 
the deer to have something to eat year-round and not just 
during hunting season.” 

Alabama instituted a three-buck limit in 2007 during 
all combined seasons. One of the three must have at least 
four antler points 1 inch or longer on one antler (except 
for Barbour County where bucks must have a minimum of 
three points on one side). That buck limit and a movement 
toward quality deer management have shifted the attitude 
of many hunters toward a more selective harvest. 

Cook also encourages deer hunters to take advantage 
of the self-service sampling locations with freezers where 
hunters can drop off their deer head to be sampled.
